PREVENTION OF NONESSENTIAL TRAVEL AND OTHER MEASURES FOR 

THE CITY OF GENERAL SANTOS" 

\\ I1EREAS. Uie* 19S7 Philippine Constitution mandates that the State shall protect and 
promote the tight to health of the people, 

WHEREAS, Section 16 of the Local Government Code of 1991 provides that ‘even' 
local government unit shall exercise the powers expressly granted, those necessarily implied 
therefrom, as well as powers necessary, appreciate, or incidental for its efficient and effective 
governance, and those which are essential to the promotion of the general welfare 

WHEREAS, Presidential Proclamation 929 has been issued by President Rodngo 
Duterte declaring a Slate of Calamity throughout the Philippines 

WHEREAS, General Santos City, being ihe Transport and Food Hub, and most 
importantly being the center of irade- and economy in this part of Southern Mindanao, is placed 
at a high risk of contracting Lite COVTD-19: 

WHEREAS, as there is still no available testing kits for the speedy detection of 
COVTD-19, and to prevent the entrance and or spread of the COVED-19, which has been 
declared as a pandemic by the World Health Organization, there is a dire need to protect the 
constituents of General Santos City from this clear and present danger and threat, 


NOW. THEREFORE. I, RONNEL CHI A RIVERA, City Mayor of the City of General 
Santos, by the powers tested m me by law, do hereby order as follows 


Section 1. GUIDELINES TO CURFEW, PUBLIC TRANSACTIONS, EXEMPTED 
INDIVIDUALS, AND TRANSPORTATION

Section 3. GUIDELINES TO BORDER ENTRY AND EXIT

The only individuals that are allowed

Workers of folio wmg establishments, 
businesses, and operations who are 
based outside the city are allowed to 
leave as long as they have a limited 
and renewable travel pass from the 
City Mayor’s Office through Kart 
Quicpo, and they should not violate 
the curfew hours: 


Hospitals, clinics, drug stores, 

and pharmacies 

Markets, groceries and 

convenience stores 

Food preparations and 

delivery'

• Fishing vessels and fishing boats will 
be allowed to come to and back from 
the fishing grounds, and disembark 
and embark catch, cargo, and 
supplies, The vessel crew and 
delivery' personnel aboard these 
vessels will be subjected to existing 
health and quarantine protocols

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SECTION 4. APPLICABILITY OF PENAL LAWS - Hoarding of basic supplies 
and profiteering is punishable under existing national laws where violators thereof shall be 
prosecuted accordingly with the full force of the law. Violators of this Executive Order shall 
be arrested and prosecuted according to existing criminal laws and a dmini strative regulations: 

SECTION 5. REPEALING CLAUSE - All orders, issuances, and memoranda issued 
inconsistent herevvidi are deemed superseded, canceled, and or revoked, 


SECTION 6. SEPARABILITY CLAUSE - If any provision or parts hereof is held 
invalid ot unconstitutional, the remainder of tins order not otherwise affected shall remain in 
full force and effect: 

SECTION 7. EFFECTTVTTY - This Executive Order shall take effect on March 22.
